Tuesday is election day, w hen 
the voters of Palm Springs will de- 
cidc if this com m unity is to have self 
governm ent, and they will select the 
city's first city council. 


There may he dissatisfaction over 
the fact that the time for the selec­ 
tion of candidates was short, hut we 
doubt if there are m any people who 
will say the candidates are not hon­ 
est, capable, and truly representative 
of their districts and the entire com­ 
munity. 
N o better men could have 
been selected. 


In only one district are there tw o 
candidates on the ballot. 
They are 
Philip Boyd and 
C ulver 
Nichols. 
Both are good men and it is probably 
difficult for the voters to choose be­ 
tw een them. 


But we cannot understand 
why 
there should be a w rite-in 
against 
John W . W illiam s, R obert M urray 
or Frank Shannon. 


Mr. W illiam s has proven that he 
is interested in the w elfare and de­ 
velopm ent of Palm Springs, through 
his long service on the Cham ber of 
Commerce, 
the 
gram m ar 
school 
board and more recently on the high 
school board. 
H e has always been 
ready to give his tim e and money to 
his comm unity, and it goes w ithout 
saying that he will do so in even a 
greater degree w hen he becomes a 
mem ber of the city council. 
He has 
extensive property intersts and is in­ 
terested in hom e building, therefore 
he should be satisfactory to heavy 
taxpayer and laboring man alike. 


N otw ithstanding 
the 
statem ent 
made last night at the mass meeting, 
R obert M urray is a taxpayer in Palm 
Springs. 
H e has valuable holdings 
on Indian avenue not on the reserva­ 
tion, and he operates a big business 
on the reservation. 
He has many 
laboring men as his customers and 
is naturally interested in their wel­ 
fare. 


But why anybody should oppose 
Frank Shannon is hard 
to 
under­ 
stand. 
He may have rubbed some 
people the w rong way, but council- 
men aren't elected to gush over their 
constituents or to entertain 
them. 
W e doubt if there is an individual in 
Palm Springs who can say that Frank 
Shannon hasn't always given every­ 
one a square deal. 
W ithout fear or

Highlights of 
Incorporation 
Mass Meeting 


Speakers at last night’s mass 
meeting brought forth the fol­ 
lowing facts in their answers to 
questions regarding incorpora­ 
tion. 


O nly five days elapsed 
be­ 
tween the time the election day 
was decided and the dead-line 
for filing for the city council, be­ 
cause it was felt 
the 
election 
should be held on the day set 
by state laws for elections 
in 
cities of the sixth class, and be­ 
cause the committee thought it 
unwise to postpone the election 
to a time when there woidd be 
fewer w inter residents here. 


Conventions or caucuses were 
not held in the various wards 
to select councilmanic candidates 
because the law does not 
pro­ 
vide for such conventions, 
and 
because any qualified registered 
voter had the right to file 
by 
simply securing the signatures 
of five voters of his ward on his 
nom inating petition. 


Incorporation 
studies 
have 
been underw ay since 1944 
and 
have received publicity 
in 
all 
the newspapers. 


T h e district or ward system 
was chosen because every part 
of the citv would have 
better 
representation, each ward choos­ 
ing its own councilman. 


T he city will have its own po­ 
lice and small claims court, thus 
ending the necessity of travel­ 
ing 50 miles to attend justice 
court in Banning. 


T he city will 
receive 
such 
fines as heretofore 
have 
been 
paid to the Banning court. 


A general city plan and zon­ 
ing ordinance 
would 
protect 
property values and insure more 
orderly developm ent. 


M ore effective police protec­ 
tion. A city police chief has the 
same authority as the 
sheriff, 
whereas deputy sheriffs 
here 
now have more authority than 
the police. 


Better fire protection. 
W ith ­ 
out incorporation the fire com ­ 
mission has no authority to pre­ 
vent the construction of inflam ­ 
mable buildings and cannot pre-

Most Important Issue Ever Presented to 
Citizens to Be Decided at Polls 
On Tuesday, April 12 


Write-in Campaign 
Proposed 


Largest Mass Meeting in History of 
Palm Springs Discussed 
Incorporation 


T he most important issue ever presented to the people of Palm 
Springs—incorporation of the city—was discussed in detail last night, and 
will be decided at the polls next Tuesday, A pril 12. 


T he school auditorium was filled to capacity with about 400 voters, 
who were urged again and again by Chairm an Harold J. Hicks to ask 
any questions they would like to have answ ered regarding incorporation, 
so th at any misunderstanding might be clarified. 


A half dozen members of the incorporation committee explained 
the various details of the incorporation campaign that started in 1944 and 
which they hoped would culminate in Palm Springs becoming a city of 
the sixth class when the votes are counted next I ucsday evening. 


Thomas Lipps threw the only bombshell into the meeting when he 
launched a hitter attack against his form er co-worker, Charles G. Cham ­ 
berlin, who heads the anti-incorporation committee. 
Mr. Lipps also ob­ 
jected strenuously to the candidacy of John W . \\ illiams and Robert 
M urray and suggested that a write-in campaign he waged against them. 
N or did he favor the candidacy of Frank V. Shannon, although he ad­ 
m itted that Shannon "had done more work for Palm Springs than all 
the rest of the incorporators put together." 
l.ipps wanted either G eorge 
Roberson or Far! Coffman to be the candidate instead of Shannon 
in 
W ard 6. H e stated that if th e people do not vote for incorporation now 
it w ill take tw o years before it can again be voted on. 


T he principal speakers of the evening were Philip Bovd, A lvah F. 
Hicks, Thom as A. O ’D onnell, W arren B. Pinney, and A ttorney Guy 
Pinney, the latter answ ering most of the legal queries, 
spoke in favor of incorporation, 
All of them

Social Security 
Will Retire 
National Debt 


That revenues from em ployers and 
employes, resulting from th e 
Social 
S ecurity Act, will retire th e national 
debt, was the statem ent m ade by Dr. 
N orm an T. Ness, professor of econ­ 
om ics 
of 
Pom ona 
College. 
The act provides that all Social Se­ 
curity paym ents are to be paid into 
thi general fund of the U nited States 
T reasury, said the speaker. T he T reas­ 
ury then turns over to the Social Se­ 
curity board w hatever funds are need­ 
ed for old age pensions and unem ploy­ 
m ent insurance. 
These funds are not 
turned over in cash, but in 
U nited 
S tates G overnm ent bonds w hich are 
to be purchased in the open m arket, 
and the 3% interest on th ese bonds 
are used to m ake th e 
paym ents 
to 
beneficiaries. 
The governm ent will take in a bil­ 
lion dollars a year more th an it turns 
over to the Social Security board in 
th e form of bonds, he said. 
Before 
1975 every U. S. Governm ent bond will 
be in the Social Security vault, ow n­ 
ed by a governm ent agency, and the 
national debt will have been com plete­ 
ly wiped out long before th a t 
tim e, 
even should the national debt m ount 
to $50,000.000.000. 
A m atch could eas­ 
ily erase all evidence of governm ent 
indebtedness. 
Thus, he said, the laboring m en and 
w'omen of the country w’ill pay th e na­ 
tional debt. 
As the governm ent purchases 
its 
ow n bonds from hanks and insurance 
I com panies, bank 
deposits 
will 
go 
down in the 
sam e 
ratio, 
he 
said. 
Furtherm ore, private capital th at has 
been invested in tax-exem pt govern­ 
m ent securities m ust find o th er fields 
of investm ents and will probably pur­ 
chase state, m unicipal and corporation 
bonds.

THE HOME AND “RECESSION" 
" 


One of our big cities which has a thriving 
divorce industry reports an interesting phenom­ 
enon, says an exchange. There were only three- 
fourths as many divorces from last October to 
February as there were in the corresponding 
months a year ago. 
They dropped from 1883 to 
1490. 
The only cause suggested is the business 
slump. 
“People are getting into less mischief 
since they have less money to spend,” says one of 
the judges, “and home looks good when money is 
scarce.” 
This economic angle has been noticed before. 
Waves of prosperity bring waves of divorce. Here 
is one thing to thank adversity for. 


“THE RECESSION" 


If some crops are going to be short on account 
of frost or some other cause the unemployment 
“crop” promises to be large throughout the na­ 
tion. 
The social security board revealed at Wash­ 
ington that the business recession and increased 
unemployment have placed a heavy financial bur­ 
den on states administering relief to the 
needy 
aged. 
On March 31, an estimated 1,660,000 persons 
were receiving assistance 
from 
Federal-state 
sources under the social security act, representing 
an increase of 52,000 over February. 
Estimated 
cost to Federal, state and local authorities 
for 
March totaled $32,354,000, an increase of almost 
$1,000,000 over the previous month. 
The act provides that administration of the 
program shall be left to the states. The Federal 
government matches the money put up by states. 
The 1,660,0000 who received old age 
assis­ 
tance during March, were granted an average al­ 
lotment of $19.50 per person. 
Board officials explained that each state has 
different maximum limitations on their 
allow­ 
ances. 
Colorado’s maximum is $45 per months; 
Mississippi’s is only $15. 
Since February, 1936, a total of nearly $276,­ 
000,000 has been granted to states for old age as­ 
sistance by the Federal government. 
Apiiroximate amounts raised by states since 
February, 1936, as their share of old age assis­ 
tance costs included: 
Arizona, $542,250; 
California $24,500,000; 
Nevada, $182,000. 


AN END TO SNOOPING

1 
Following on the heels of a superior court de­ 
cision in Los Angeles that the Legislature is pow­ 
erless to conduct investigations between sessions 
through the medium of Senate and Assembly in­ 
terim committees, Senator Bradford S. Crittenden 
of Stockton, chairman of the Senate agricultural 
committee, announces the cancellation 
of 
all 
scheduled hearings by his group, says the Califor­ 
nia Feature Service. 
Although the agricultural committee has 
more legitimate reason for being than most legis­ 
lative committees, Senator Crittenden’s action, 
we believe, will meet with general public approval. 
The court’s decision not only denied such com­ 
mittees the right to subpoena witnesses; it also 
cast serious doubt on the legality of the use of 
taxpayers’ funds to pay the per diem allowances 
and expenses of the legislators who serve on such 
committees. 
Legislative investigating committees, in 
re­ 
cent years, have bobbed up with increasing fre­ 
quency in the vicinity of football gridirons 
and 
race tracks—always on the eve of a “Big Game,” 
or some other featured sporting event. And there 
has been a strong suspicion in the minds of dis­ 
cerning taxpayers that the legislative investiga­ 
tors were using public funds to defray the cost of 
personal junkets. 
Still other committees have gone far afield 
on snooping expeditions which were seemingly 
devised to provide a publicity build-up for the com­ 
mittee members—likewise at the expense of hard­ 
working taxjiayers—or to discredit political op­ 
ponents of the investigators. The investigations, 
with rare exceptions, have cost a great deal and 
produced very little and the public at large will 
concur in the opinion of the Los Angeles jurist: 
The Legislature should do its business when 
it 
meets in regular session, every two years, and 
desist during the interim. 


No one should apply for relief unless he really 
needs it; and anyone needing relief should not be 
backward about asking for it. 
In these times of apparently helplessness it 
is refreshing to consider the Mormon way of self­ 
support. 
The 
highest 
authorities of the Mormon 
church at Salt Lake City exhorted their followers 
to work out their own economic salvation with­ 
out depending upon public relief and to safe­ 
guard the liberty guaranteed them in a Constitu­ 
tion “inspired by God.” 
More than 12,000 persons overflowed the his­ 
toric Mormon tabernacle Sunday to hear their 
leaders stress “individual initiative” in opening 
sessions of the one hundred and eighth annual 
conference of the Latter-Day Saints church. 
David O. McKay, second counsellor of the 
church first presidency, warned that failure to 
find jobs is no excuse for idleness. 
“There are fences to be rebuilt, farms to be 
worked and houses to be repaired,” McKay said. 
“Instead of waiting around for Government funds, 
let’s look around and find if work is not at hand.” 
He told of how some Mormon communities 
in Utah were solving their unemployment prob­ 
lems by conducting volunteer work projects, 
which include not only community improvements 
but construction and repair of homes and other 
private work. 
“The men are paid in work receipts, ex­ 
changeable for the necessities of life at regional 
storehouses.” The storehouses, units in the L. 
D. S. security plan launched more than two years 
ago, are stocked by the cooperative effort. 
“The people of the United States have been 
free because the domain of government has very 
clearly circumscribed,” said Albert E. Bowen, 
member of the Council of Twelve Apostles, church 
ruling body. 
“A few men sitting in the constitutional con­ 
vention were not able to draw a basic law which 
has guaranteed our people freedom of thought 
and action,” Bowen declared. “The Constitution 
comes from God.” 


THIRD TERM 


Third terms for Presidents of the United 
States is not a popular suggestion with the Ameri­ 
can people. 
President Roosevelt has not issued 
any statement regarding his possible candidacy 
for a third term. 
Arthur H. Vanderburg, Michigan Republican, 
said in an interview that President Roosevelt 
should unequivocally renounce any ambition for 
a third term. 
The Senator, frequently mentioned as a pos­ 
sible Republican candidate in 1940, added that the 
President by taking such action would supple­ 
ment his recent denial that he does not aspire 
to be a dictator. 
Reference was to the 
letter 
which Mr. Roosevelt sent to an unnamed organi­ 
zation bill. 
“If the President would unequivocally re­ 
nounce a third term for himself,” Vandenberg 
said, “it would put reality into his midnight re­ 
nunciation of dictatorship. 
“If he deems American fears to be so acute 
as to require his amazingly sudden protestation 
i 
of anti-imperialistic aspirations I respectfully 
suggest that the tangible way to express himself 
in terms of American politics is to now become 
specific.” 
The President never has answered publicly 
questions as to whether he desired a third term, 
and his position has given rise to political specula­ 
tion. 
Persons close to the President have, on 
several occasions, said his actions indicated that 
he desired to retire to private life after comple­ 
tion of his second term. 
Vandenberg recalled Senate adoption of a 
resolution offered by Senator Robert M. LaFol- 
lette, Wisconsin Progressive, on Feb. 10, 1928, in 
which it was declared that any departure from the 
precedent denying a third term to Presidents 
would be “unwise, unpatriotic, and fraught with 
peril to our free institutions.” 
It was offered af­ 
ter political speculation had brought out the pos­ 
sibility of a third term for former President Cal­ 
vin Coolidge. 
“We have constitutional protections against 
dictators in an old world sense,” Vandenberg con­ 
tinued, “and they are a far preferable reliance 
than the personal assurances of any one citizen 
among us.” 
The Senator pointed out that “we have no 
constitutional protection against third term Presi­ 
dents; we have only patriotic precedents.” 


Stopping war before it starts is a laudable 
purpose, and women of the nation have that plan 
in mind. 
The League of Women Voters has advocated 
a foreign policy which would enable the United 
States to co-operate with other powers to avert 
or stop war. It will be placed before the national 
convention at St. Louis April 25 to 29. 
The plan was revealed in a statement issued 
by the league’s St. Louis branch, Miss Jeanne 
Blythe, president, said it was formulated after 
considerable study and would be submitted to the 
national convention for a decision. 
“The league has chosen for itself the job of 
educating its membership to the need for collec­ 
tive action on all issues which breed war because 
it feels this is the job it is particularly geared to 
do,” the statement said. 
“Current isolationist agitation in the United 
States may make the public forget that a nun^ber 
of representative groups are definitely commit­ 
ted to a belief in collective action by the United 
States and other nations as the surest means of 
restoring peace in the world. 
“While realizing the present impossibility of 
persuading the United States to join the League 
of Nations, the League of Women’s Voters has 
worked for a number of specific items based on 
the philosophy of collective action. 
“Among them are the Hull trade agreement 
program, a flexible neutrality law to make co­ 
operation with other nations possible, internat­ 
ional economic and disarmament conferences and 
the maintenance of treaties.” 
The league is studying the collective peace 
system and the question of whether legislation 
should be formulated to enable the United States 
to co-operate in sanctions against an aggressor 
nation.

Twice each year this newspaper receives a 
letter from the Children’s Home Society of Los 
Angeles asking for help in taking care of the little 
children in the home. 
The institution must depend entirely on vol­ 
untary contributions for neither Federal nor State 
Social Security funds can be secured, such aid 
going only to children in their own homes. 
Nevertheless the Los Angeles home operat­ 
ing for a half century, has cared for over 12,000 
children. 
The letter makes this appeal: 
“You would see with sadness— 
• 
“A little child made homeless through 
misfortune. 
“You would feel it wrong that an inno­ 
cent child should suffer because its parents 
had proven themselves unfit for parent­ 
hood. 
“You would think it a great misfortune 
for the life of a dimpled, darling baby to be 
darkened 
and 
made 
desolate 
because 
Death reached into a happy home and 
claimed its mother. 
“You would see with sorrow a child 
started on the road to misfortune, to strug­ 
gle for ts very existence because some un­ 
fortunate, misguided mother abandoned 
her baby in the shadows of a street. 
“You would resent anyone’s placing 
the heavy burden of blame on the back of 
a helpless little child. We know you would, 
for you have the normal sympathy and un­ 
derstanding and love of humanity, and 
have contributed to our work in their be­ 
half. Above all, you have in your heart the 
love for little children. 
“It would be impossible for you person­ 
ally to see that not a single tiny tot should 
suffer through no fault of its own. 
This 
would be an impossible task, but— 
“T hat’s why the blessed work of the 
Children’s Home Society has been courage­ 
ously carried on for almost half a century.” 
For those who want to do a worth­ 
while work, a small donation would be very 
welcome.

Most anyone, with even a slight 
touch of spiing fever, will clearly un­ 
derstand why a California poet once 
wrote about purple cows, and why 
Easter eggs are dipped in rainbows! 
Somehow, tile churiu of spring does 
tilings to poets who never looked a 
purple cow in tile eye; to soberly clad 
women who suddenly yearn to get into 
spiing finery; and to 
conservative 
menfolk who are apt to blossom sud­ 
denly into bright hued sox. gay shirts 
ami vari-colored ties and kerchiefs. 
This is spring shopping season. And 
while it's the time of year when 
women traditionally start assembling 
their spring symphonies of hats and 
gowns and other wearables—the fig­ 
ures prove that men, too. are busy tun­ 
ing up their wardrobes. 
The typical California family is go­ 
ing to lie better dressed this Easter 
than Mr. and Mrs. Average Citizen of 
other states. For the total income in 
California Is fourth highest in the 
country, and on a population basis, 
more families have money to spend 
than in any other section of America. 
So despite declines in volume of 
wholesale business, drops in retail 
buying and new slumps in tlie stock 
market, Easter sales in California will 
show as a white spot in the nation. 
A current study of 3000 families in 
seven cities of the Middle West, made 
by the Agricultural 
Department's 
Bureau of Home Economics, discloses 
the comparatively meager budget of 
the average midwestern husband and 
wife, in relation to that of the average 
Californian. The figures show that: 
1. Husbands spend about as much 
as wives—which won't surprise many 
wives any» here in America. The Mid­ 
western husband spent an average of 
$52 for all bis clothing, and Ids wife 
spent $56—certainly not condemning 
her as tlie extravagant member of the 
family. 
Each spent three dollars a 
year for hats and eight dollars for 
shoes. 
2. Wearing coats, suits and shoes 
over a period of several seasons made ; 
ilie annual cost of an overcoat for the 
husband, seven dollars, and a coat for 
the wife, twelve. The husband spent j 
$22 on a suit; the wife $17 on dresses. 
3. Lingerie and hose cost the wife 
twice as much as underwear and sox 
cost her husband—ten dollars, against 
live. 
4. The average wife kept her inci­ 
dental expense down to six dollars: 
her husband got by with seven dol-j 
lars for extras. 
Mr. and Mrs. California, looking ai 
the composite picture of threadbare 
men and women behind the Midwest­ 
ern budget, will admit that the aver 
age clothing budget here Is ample in 
comparison. The realization will give 
impetus, probably, to their Easter buy- 
tug. 
But impetus, likely, isn't actually 
needed. There's a slight touch of 
spring fever in the air these days—and 
everybody knows the best antidote for 
that is a good buying spree!

horses whose three toes were begin­ 
ning to grow into one solid 
hoof; 
giant sloths, peccaries, wolves 
and 
many' small rodents. 
Also there was 
a very large bear, believed to 
have 
been of Old World origin and thus un­ 
related to the pleistocene bear whose 
fossil remains are often found. Then 
there was a sort of sabre-tooth tiger, 
doubtless the progenitor of the true 
sabre-tooth of La Brea times. 
Deer 
and bison also roamed the region. 
It is believed that several million 
years ago an ancient w ater 
course 
found its way through a part of what 
is now the Sail Gorgonio Pass. Among 
the interesting animals that visited its 
marshy banks, some died, leaving their 
bones to he covered by the river and 
to be buried deep beneath the su r­ 
face. 
Later elevation of the land and 
slow erosion have resulted in the ex­ 
posing of the bones. These bones are. 
of course, much older than the speci­ 
mens obtained from tlie La Brea ta r 
pits. 
Furthermore, they are frequent­ 
ly encased in a hard matrix of shale 
or sandstone. 
A mineral often colors 1 
the matrix so that fossils may he g ray -: 
green, white or even black. 
I nder 
such circumstances it naturally takes 
a trained eye to find them. 
Paleontologists base their estim ate 
of the age of the fossil upon the geo­ 
logical evidence of the age of 
the 
earth stratum in which it is found. 
Many of these strata have been tw ist­ 
ed and disrupted during the 
passing 
ages so that they appear 
at 
some 
points on the surface and. elsewhere, 
may be lmried many feet .deep. 
For 
this reason, fossils of a given sort may 
be found in abundance in a small 
patch while a nearby section shows no 
trace. 
Fossilized pine cones, found in 
large numbers by Mr. Hazen on a cer­ 
tain hillside, are completely lacking 
in any territory west of that point. 
The American Museum, which is as­ 
sembling the skeletons of animals of 
this region, and the University of Cali­ 
fornia. which is classifying the evi­ 
dences of the flora, are helping to 
paint a graphic picture. 
The floral 
fossil forms indicate such a close re­ 
lation to such modern trees and plants 
as the oak, sycamore, mountain m a­ 
hogany and others that they may ju st­ 
ifiably be referred to by these modern 
names. 
The next time the 
reader 
takes Jackrabbit pass on the fine new 
highway from Beaumont to Riverside, 
visualize the scene suggested by Mr. 
Daniel 1. Axlerod of the University of 
California in a bulletin on the flora of 
the Eden region: 
"A low-lying desert basin surround-

It must be ever devising new 
forms and functions to lit new needs 
and demands. 
Incorporation, or the movement to­ 
ward it. is evidence of a changing 
Palm Springs. This one basic truth | 
lies beneath the advocation of the in-1 
corporators and the attacks of the op-, 
position. The Palm Springs of 1938 j 
Is struggling to meet 193S's problems i 
and seeking to discover new methods 
of governing a small hut growing vil­ 
lage. 
There are two sides to this question 
of incorporation. No one is narrow­ 
m inded enough to deny that each side 
has its own good arguments. To weigh j 
these arguments at the polls is our 
duty, in order to determine the valid­ 
ity or invalidity of each.

Incorporation should stimulate building activities in Palm Springs. 


Philip Boyd, who has made an exhaustive study of incorporation, last 
night pointed out th at the Federal H ousing A dm inistration has refused to 
insure building loans in Palm Springs up to th e maximum because there 
has not been adequate regulation and protection for the property. 


It is well know n that no 70 or 80 or 90 per cent loans have been made 
here. 
A bout the best anyone has been able to receive were 60 per cent 
loans that do not run over 15 years. 


T h e FH A requires that property m ust be protected by zoning before 
it will insure a 20 or 25-year loan up to 90 p er cent of its value. 
Sub­ 
division building restrictions are not sufficient to fully satisfy th e govern­ 
ment. 


In other words, Uncle Sam wants a binding written guarantee from 
the city governm ent that no undesirable building will he constructed in the 
neighborhood that would depreciate th e value o f a building during the life 
of a loan he has insured. 


Fie wants the cooperation of city building and plum bing inspectors 
and the proper m aintenance of streets. 
H e w ants adequate fire protection. 
Unless the loan has such full protection, he will not insure it fo r 90 per 
cent or 25 years. 


Palm Springs is one of the most substantial communities in Southern 
California. 
It is entitled to the same consideration as the incorporated 
cities of California that have zoning laws, hut it cannot receive th at con­ 
sideration unless it does its part to give the leading agency and th e govern­ 
m ent the required protection. 


T rue, under T itle I of the Federal H ousing A ct, Palm Springs home 
builders can get rural loans such as apply to farm homes— the full value 
(100"") on new construction or modernization up to *2,500, for 15 years 
hut restrictions in most subdivisions prevent th e construction of £2,500 
homes. 
Furtherm ore such loans require that th e lot must have at least 
“ 500 square feet, hut there are few lots here the builder of a *2,500 home 
co r'd afford to buv. 
There arc several subdivisions, created for people of 
small means, w hich m eet all regulations of T itle I loans, but that does not 
solve the problem for the person who wishes to build the better type of 
home. 
Incorporation and zoning w ill go a long w ay toward securing more 
FH A m oney for Palm Springs.

Of Rabies Cases in 
Riverside County 


Close watch should he kept of local 
dogs because of rabies prevailing in 
Riverside county. 
For the past 15 years, 
Riverside 
county has averaged 
slightly 
more 
than seven anim al cases of rabies an ­ 
nually. 
For the first quarter of 1938, 
12 
cases have already been reported to 
the county health departm ent, Dr. W. 
A. Jones said at Riverside. Tuesday. 
Most serious case of rabies this year 
was in La Sierra, near Riverside, but 
the stricken dog lias been killed and 
there have been no serious effects to 
humans, the county health officer re­ 
ported. 
"However, the 
health 
departm ent 
will continue to take every precaution 
against the 
spread 
of 
rabies. 
The 
Hemet-San Jacinto district has been 
placed under lim ited quarantine 
by 
our departm ent, rath er than place it 
under state control. 
We feel th at this 
is preferable, and perm its more direct 
enforcement," Dr. Jones said. 
The record of the state departm ent 
of public health shows that 
River­ 
side county had 108 rallies cases be­ 
tween the years. 1922-37. 
In the stat> 
during the sam e tim e there were 12. 
926. of which 9377 were in Los Ange­ 
les county. 
Although m any anim als are suscept­ 
ible to the disease, dogs predom inate 
with 12.105 cases during the 15-year 
period. 
O ther anim als which 
have 
been reported to state authorities in­ 
clude 
cats, 
cows, 
horses, 
coyotes 
goats, hogs, sheep, 
skunks, 
mules 
foxes, monkeys, rats, squirrels, r.u 
coons and rabbits. 
The state departm ent r ports that 
since 1899, when rabies tirst appeared 
in California, only 86 hum ans have 
died from the disease

vent other fire hazards, such as 
the placing of inflammable ma­ 
terials in the vicinity of huild- 
ings. 


The city would 
have 
home 
rule. 


Tax moneys paid by the tax­ 
payers would be administered by 
local men and spent in the city 
for the betterment of the city. 


A 
building code could be 
adopted that would insure the 
home builder first class and safe 
construction. 
Building, plumb­ 
ing 
and 
electrical 
inspectors 
would enforce such a code. 


A dulv constituted legal body, 
such as the ci'v council, would 
have a better standing in 
the 
national and state capitols and in 
the county seat, than a mere 
chamber of commerce, and could 
negotiate with the government 
on Indian lands. W PA or PW A 
expenditures, flood control, and 
many other matters. 


A portion of the gasoline tax­ 
es paid by Palm Springs reg­ 
istered car owners heretofore 
going to the county treasury, 
would in the future come back 
to the city for the improvement 
of city streets. 


A ny voter has the right 
to 
write in the name of a candidate 
for city council, and the 
vote 
will count for the candidate in­ 
tended even if the full name is 
incomplete or mis-spelled. 


The police, fire, and sanitary 
districts can be dissolved hv vote 
o f the people and can then be­ 
come a part of the citv. 
These 
districts are now wholly within 
the proposed corporate area so 
there would be no difficulty on 
that score. 


The citv council cannot set a 
tax rite higher than SI.00 per 
5100 assesed valuation, without 
a two-thirds majority vote 
of 
the electors. 


T he present county tax rate 
paid by Palm Springs is S 5.74, 
o f which 78 cents is for the po­ 
lice, fire and sanitary districts 
and 20 cents on sewer bonds. 
Thus the council could not 
in­ 
crease the tax more 
than 
22 
cents unless the voters author­ 
ize them to do so at a special 
election. 
W hen the three 
dis­ 
tricts are taken over by the city, 
78 cents is automatically taken 
from the county rate. 


T he present tax rates for the 
three districts are as follows: 
Police district ...... 
..30c 
Fire district .......................33c 
Sanitary district .......... 15c 
Sewer bonds .................... 20c 


T he maximum of 
22 
cents 
would increase the tax 5.3 per 
cent. 


The city council is required 
to appoint a citv clerk, 
police 
judge, city attorney, city treas­ 
urer, chief of police 
and 
fire 
chief when the police and fire 
districts are absorbed, and they 
may appoint city engineer, street 
superintendent, 
health 
officer, 
city nurse, or other public offi­ 
cials if and when needed. Some 
of these offices may be 
com­ 
bined. 


T he electors have the right 
to recall the councilmen when­ 
ever they are dissatisfied 
with 
their administration.

pass legislation desired by the 
people, the voters have the right 
to initiate laws by petition and 
special election, and undesirable 
ordinances can be repealed 
in 
the same manner through a ref­ 
erendum. 


The city could regulate busi­ 
ness through license fees 
and 
thus 
protect 
local 
merchants 
from unfair outside competition. 


It was necessary to include In­ 
dian reservation sections in the 
proposed corporation 
so that 
those lands could be controled 
and taxed by the city if 
and 
when sold. 
It was also neces­ 
sary to include the Indian lands 
because such lands lie between 
and 
divide 
the 
white-owned 
lands, constituting a checker­ 
board. 
Lands not 
contiguous 
cannot be included in one city, 
therefore without the inclusion 
of Indian lands, only the small 
area of old Palm Springs could 
become an incorporated city. 


If incorporation fails now, it 
would take two years more be­ 
fore another incorporation elec­ 
tion could be held. 


Palm Springs would become 
a city of the sixth class, govern­ 
ed by a city council of 
seven 
members. 
If incorporation suc­ 
ceeds, the newly-elected council 
must select one of their mem­ 
bers as mavor, 
at 
their 
first 
meeting. 
The city council must 
meet at least once a month and 
as often as they deem necessary. 
The city manager 
form 
of 


government may be adopted lat­ 
er by vote of the people. 


The county collects the 
city 
taxes with the county taxes and 
turns the city’s share over to the 
city treasurer, therefore no city 
tax collector or city assessor are 
needed.
